At 1 p m. the tra in

At 3 o ’clo ck the receptio n co m m ittee a n ­ 
no unced th a t every thing was in readiness fo r 
the drive thro ugh the city , and in a few 
mo ments the carriages were o n th eir way 
w ith the party abo ard. There were alto gether 
th irty carriages in the pro cessio n, but befo re 
m my squares had been go ne o ver, the cro wds 
and the inter-cro ssing o f tho vehicles fro m 
cro ss streets bro ke up tho pro cessio n into 
fragm ents. 
Then the carriages co ntaining 
tin* co m m ittee and m em bers o f 
tho city 
co uncil were hurriedly driven thro ugh side

enthusiastic. 
The end o f the jo urney was 
the ho t« *!, and here th e re was a m ultitude 
whicii lo udly clam o red fo r a speech, and tho 
president readily co nsented to g ratify this 
desire. 
A rm in arm w ith his wife he stepped o ut 
u] o n the balco ny and was intro duced by 
M ay o r Ames in a few appro priate wo rds, 
co ncluding as fo llo ws: 
“ Wo welco me him 
as the m etro po lis, and o‘f co urse St. Paul 
ay s the same thing. 
We have have go t him 
into an aw ful fix. 
I kno w the go o d nature 
o f the peo ple o f this city so well that I kno w* 
they will no t o nly extend a hearty welco me 
to him, but w ill also raise their hats to his 
am iable w ife, who acco m panies him .”

My lx>y Pitt wins not handsome. 
In­ 
deed, to European ideas, his small ey es 
set obliquely in his far« *: his wide and 
flat nose with its distorted nostrils, and 
the bridge so little elevated that the 
space Iwtween the cheek hoi a s was al­ 
most flat; his protruding lips and long 
and prominent hut narrow and pointed 
chin might apjieur i>osilively uglv, not­ 
withstanding the verdicts of the various 
Hottentot ladles with whom he was on 
familiar terms, and who evidently re­ 
garded him with approving ey es.
